perable difficulties on account of their intermix- 
ture by marriages with the dower Negroes, as to 
excite the molt painful fenfations, if not diſagree· 
_ ble conlequerces from the latter while both def. 
eriptions are in the occupancy of the ſame pro. 
prietor; it not being in my power, under the 
tenure by which the dower Negroes are held, to 
manumit them. And wherees, among thoſe who: 
will receive fieedom according to this deviſe, 
there may be ſome who from old age or bodily 
H:firmities, and others who, on account of their 
Intancy, that will be. unable to ſupport then. 
ſelves, it is my will and deſire that all who come 
under the fut and ſecond. deſcription; ſha'! be
